On Sunday morning, March 18, the 
doors of the new Church of God on 
Maryland Avenue in Crisfield, Md., 
were opened to welcome a record 
crowd to the dedication of the new 
church. There was an all-day service, 
with inspiring addresses and messages 
being brought by many esteemed per- 
sons. The afternoon service was cli- 
maxed by a wonderful dedicatory ser- 
mon by our state overseer, Rev. G. W. 
Lane. As the crowds streamed in, you 
could see a look of admiration and 
pride for their new church spread 
across their face. This was something 
Crisfield had needed for so long. 

The building is modern in every way 
and is a formstone building of pleasing 
and attractive design. The main audi- 
torium measures 42 feet by 70 feet, and 
is furnished with new pews and a 
pulpit to match. The walls are a lovely 
white plaster, with beautiful light fix- 
tures and stained glass windows, 
which add to the beauty of the entire 
auditorium. The floors are of hard- 
wood, which are finished to blend with 
the furniture. There are 9 Sunday 
School rooms and an office for the 
pastor. The building is valued at $70,- 
000, but with much effort on the part 
of all the members, and especially the 
good pastor, it cost only $29,874. 

Crisfield has long needed a building 
like this, and when our pastor, Rev. 








W. T. Morefield, came here 5 years ago, 
he wanted to begin building, but there 
were hindrances which caused a delay. 
One morning about 4 o’clock, the Lord 
dealt with Brother Morefield in his 
bed and gave him the plans for the 
church. He started immediately on the 
project, and all opposition faded. Since 
that time he has worked both day and 
night to get the church done in record 
time. He designed, laid out, and com- 
pleted the structure without the use 
of blueprints. We are very grateful for 
our pastor and the wonderful work he 
has done. The members, and some who 
were not members, worked with him, 
and it seemed they would not leave 
until they were near exhaustion. This 
is where the Willing Workers Band 
came in. They carried meals to the 
crew that was working, and raised 
money in almost every way possible. 
One month alone the Willing Workers 
raised $600. Sister Morefield, the pas- 
tor’s wife, is the president of the 
L.W.W.B., and she has been very faith- 
ful and worked hard to see the work 
go on. 

Thank the Lord for such a good 
pastor and wife, and we hope they 
will remain with us until Jesus comes, 
to share the blessings of our new 
church. We are sure many souls will 
be saved as a result of this nice build- 
ing where they can come to worship.—

THE N.A.E.’s NINTH BIRTHDAY 


The official delegation has just returned from the Ninth 
nual Convention of the National Association of Evan- 
elicals. The Convention began April 10 and continued 
hrough the 13th. It was held in the Congress Hotel, with 
the exception of the last night. This year’s Convention 
theme was “Exalt Christ,” and to show how Christ-cen- 
tered the program was, I give you a list of the subjects 
spoken on by various and outstanding speakers: “Exalt 
Christ,” “Exa wn | Christ in the Church,” “Exalting Christ 
in N.A.E. Regional Work,” “Exalting Christ in Evangelism,” 
“Exalting Christ in Missions,” “Reaching Men for Christ,” 
“Exalting Christ in Christian Schools,” “Exalting Christ in 
Worid Relief,” “Exalting Christ in Industry,” “Exaltine 
Christ in the Home,” “Exalting Christ in International 
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Relations,” “Exalting Christ in the Sunday School,” “Ex- 
alting Christ in Radio,” “Exalting Christ in Government” 
—and the address on this last subject was delivered by 
Honorable Charles W. Tobey, Senator of New Hampshire, 
known throughout the nation for his great work as a 
member of the recent Crime phe pee Committee. The 
po nt here listed not only give full proof of the Christ- 
centeredness of the program, but also the Christ-centered- 
ness of the N.A.E. itself. 

Although the N.A.E. is still in its infancy, its national 
and international efforts to exalt the name of Jesus Christ 
through every evangelical channel of the numerous de- 
nominations and individual church affiliates have given 
to it an approximate constituency of ten million. It is not 
only a matter of profound interest, but gratifying as well, 
to attend the N.A.E. Convention and, whether in general 
session, committee work, or work study groups, to behold 
the spirit of cooperation, unanimity, and great care shown 
to assure every person his right, regardless of his denomi- 
national creeds and doctrines. 

_The N.A.E. Conventions are not only times for Chris- 
tian fellowship and hearing great ministers deal with 
outstanding and important subjects, but they’re times of 
work, especially for those who are on committees; in fact, 
one is made to wonder just how those at the top level, 
upon whose shoulders the larger part of the responsibility 
rests, are able to hold up. Then, too, the N.A.E. Convention 
means a time of ardent, careful study through the means 
of work <aey, erowes on such commissions as Higher Edu- 
cation: (a) Theological Seminaries, (b) Colleges, (c) Sec- 
ondary Divisions, (d) National Association of Christian 
Schools, (e) Elementary Schools, (f) Secondary Schools, 
- North American Association of Bible Institutes and 
Bible Colleges; Commission on Evangelical Action, Evan- 
gelical Youth Commission, Evangelical Forei Mission 
Association, National Sunday School Association, Com- 
mission on International Relations, National Religious 
Broadcaster, Commission on Evangelism, Laymen’s Advi- 
sory Council, and Women’s Fellowship. All of these com- 
missions are given the —— hours, and the entire Con- 
vention is divided up into study groups in an exploratory 
effort to arrive at better means and methods of promot- 
ing each phase of the National Evangelical Association’s 
work. It is evident that the work of the ninth Convention 
added to the N.A.E. great impetus. 

These are momentous times; in fact, the church has 
never been challenged like it is being challenged today. 
Evil forces are rising up against us and would be delighted 
to sweep Christianity from the face of the earth. I am sure 
we are all aware of the fact that two of our most des- 
perate enemies are Communism and Catholicism; how- 
ever, there are many, many more. Yet, in our unity there 
is strength, and I feel that the N.AE. is serving a great 
paepens. and will, under proper guidance and with God's 

lessings upon it, accomplish even greater good as it grows 
and extends its influence. 





JOURNALISTIC OBTRUSIVENESS 


Of all the people of.all professions who should have steel 
nerves, courage, stamina, and “stick-to-itiveness,” it is the 
journalist, and especially religious journalists; but, to tell 
you the truth about it, I am finding perfidy, equivocating, 
compromising, sugar-coating to be the disposition of so 
many religious a saying nothing about the news- 
paper, secular type, that I am embarrassed. Especially is 
it disconcerting to know that there are those well versed 
in Christian journalism and who are fortunate to be head 
instructors of this great subject in Christian schools, col- 
leges, and seminaries, who are so completely unschooled 
in theological terminology as to consider even the most 
sacred, essential phrases and expressions of Christian the- 
ology obsolete, nonessential, and an impediment to the 
Christian cause. 

For instance, it is contended by one of the most out- 
standing scholars in this field that some of the most cher- 
ished and identifying terms of Christian fundamentalists 
are so vague, difficult, and mysterious that the youth and 
uneducated are confused to the point cf not only being kept 
in stark ignorance of what constitutes Christian religion, 
but many give up in Ea ty) of ever coming to an under- 
standing knowledge of the brain-teaser terms.

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Soul Winning

In Proverbs 11:30, we find these 
words, “And he that winneth souls is 
wise.” It seems that in these last days 
the religious world has forgotten what 
the wise man said about the greatest 
business of all the world—that of soul 
winning. In this modern and stream- 
lined age, men and women are 
schooled and trained in the art of a 
business of some kind in order to meet 
competition and earn a livelihood. 
Methods of business are continually 
changing in this changing world in 
order to meet changing conditions, 
but the art of the business of soul 
winning has never changed from that 
laid down and recorded on the sacred 
pages of the Book of all books. Oh, yes, 
men have tried to improve upon the 
method, and many are trying to do 
it in a modern, streamlined way, but 
the results are but a failure. 

Many churches that once had an 
old-fashioned altar, where men and 
women, boys and girls, knelt to pray 
and poured out their hearts to God 
until they found an experience with 
God that was real and actually 
wrought a change in their hearts and 
lives, have removed these altars, and 
the services have become dry and 
formal. Empty benches and chairs are 
to be found instead of packed houses 
and crowded church yards. Sad to say, 
but it is true that the services in many 
of our Pentecostal churches, yes, even 
in the Church of God, have become 
cold, empty, and void, many times, of 
the manifestation of the real Spirit of 
God and are no longer filling stations 
for the hungry hearts of men and 
women who are really longing for that 
something which only the Holy Ghost 
can supply. We need more preachers 
like John the Baptist, who will de- 
mand the fruits of repentance in their 
converts and not be afraid to tell 
them they must forsake the old way 
of living, make restitution, pay up 
the old debts, confess to their neigh- 
bors, and make the old paths straight. 
This “soft soaped” religion that won’t 
make men straighten out their crook- 
ed lives isn’t worth very much. I fear 
that too many of us like good reports. 
That is fine, but I had rather have one 
to get salvation the old-fashioned 
way, the Bible way like John the Bap- 
tist preached, than to report five who 
get it like some reports of which I 
know. 

People enjoy our programs, I am 
quite sure; but listen, brother, the in- 
ward man craves something deeper 
and more lasting. — are hungry 
for the power and real manifestation 
of the Holy Ghost, instead of just a 
program every time. Don’t misunder- 
stand me. A program is fine, occa- 
sionally, but we, I fear, are depend- 
ing too much on such, and too often 
the Holy Ghost is crowded out by the 
program. Too often the preacher mon- 
opolizes all the time of the service 
when perhaps the Holy Ghost wanted 
to use some humble layman who did 
not have a chance to express him- 
self. Sometimes a real: burning testi- 
mony from some saint of God can do 
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more good than the preacher’s ser- 
mon. Too many are majoring in our 
program organization — educational 
program, financial drives, church 
membership, beautiful church build- 
ings, and a lot of church machinery, 
which is all fine, well, and good in its 
place, but all these can never take the 
place of the important business of 
soul winning. Some of us, I fear, are 
too busy with running our church 
machinery, playing politics, and car- 
rying out our programs; and so busy 
going to rallies and raising money, 
which is good and necessary, but not 
too much, until we just don’t have 
time to get down to the task of in- 
terceding for lost souls and praying 
for mighty revivals. 

Oh, yes, we do a lot of talk about 
revivals, and often we send in reports 
that we had so many revivals during 
the year; but, honest now, brother, 
were they revivals or just meetings? 
Talking about revivals and praying 
for revivals are two different things. 
In Isa. 66:8, we read, “As soon as Zion 
(church) travailed, she brought forth 
her children.” Now, travailing is not 
putting over some big program or just 
having a big time shouting; not 
launching a so-called revival with 
some mail-order evangelist to do the 
preaching. But notice, when she tra- 
vailed she brought forth her children. 
When we travail, agonize, cry out 
from within, become burdened for the 
lost, suffer some real agony because 
of being alarmed that men and wom- 
en are lost; when we spend more time 
in secret prayer and less time gossip- 
ing then we can have a revival that 
will move things for God. There was 
a time when the saints of God would 
weep and go under a heavy burden 
for the lost. Things happened then. 
But now, the mail-order. evangelist 
comes, and we do a lot of shouting in- 
stead of weeping. After our victory in 
the revival is won is the time to shout. 
Yes, I believe in shouting when the 
victory has been won. 

Too often a big report goes in when 
there has been only a good program. 
yo agency speaking, it was lifeless; no 
one was blessed. We go home, and a 
month afterward all we can remember 
or see as results of the so-called re- 
vival is the report—no new-born souls, 
no hungry hearts fed, but, rather, the 
church is often disappointed, God 
mocked, and we become discouraged. 

Solomon did not tell us to erect a 
magnificent church building, raise a 
lot of money, put over some special 
program, which is well and good, but 
this holds second place, and old-fash- 
ioned soul winning must come first. 
Solomon said in our text, “He that 
winneth souls is wise.” 

In this modern age, instead of let- 
ting the Holy Ghost lead us and send 
us just the evangelist or pastor we 
need, and who, by being God-sent, 
could really bless the church, often 
we take the situation in our own 
hands, and say, “We want Brother and 
Sister So and So, and if we can’t get 
whom we want, we won’t have this or 
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that.” As a result, the sweet Spirit of 
God is grieved; our church and its in- 
fluence becomes crippled; our services 
become dry and formal, like the mod- 
ern churches; then we begin to won- 
der why we can’t have good services 
as we have had in times past. I can 


ity than a church without a good in 
fluence. If we would seek the will o 
God, submit to His divine will and 
quit being stubborn, God would bless 
us, and our services would be as God 
would have them be. In Heb. 13:8, we 
read, “Jesus Christ the same yester- 
day, today, and forever.” God is just 
as willing and ready to bless as He 
ever was, and when we submit our- 
selves unto the Holy Ghost and let 
Him have His way; when we poor, 
weak, ignorant and selfish people quit 
trying to have our own way about 
everything: when we, as a people of 
God do this, God will again use us as 
vessels in the Potter’s hand. May the 
dear Lord bless each of you.

16:15-19, “He saith unto them, 
But whom say ye that I am? And Si- 
mon Peter answered and said, Thou 
art the Christ, the Son of the living 
God. And Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Blessed art thou, Simon Bar- 
jona: for flesh and blood hath not 
revealed it unto thee, but my Father 
which is in heaven. And I say also 
unto thee, That thou art Peter, and 
upon this rock I will build my church; 
and the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it. And I will give unto thee 
the keys of the kingdom of heaven: 
and whatsoever thou shalt bind on 
earth shall be bound in heaven; and 
whatsoever thou shalt loose on earth 
shall be loosed in heaven.” 


Here we find that Peter had been 
praying, and by prayer and faith we 
see that he had a wonderful revela- 
tion. God had revealed Jesus to Peter 
as His Son.

Well, brother and sister, 
if you want your church to be on fire 
for God, just stop grumbling and star 
praying. Don’t be a seat warmer, bu 
be a willing worker for the Lord. Stop 
gossiping and spend your time in 
prayer. Stop carrying envy and strife 
in your heart and let the fire of God 
be kindled anew on the altar of your 
heart. Lift up the pastor’s hands in 
prayer, then the joy of the Lord will 
fill your heart. We find in Acts 2:44-47 
how the Church of God was estab- 
lished by the power of prayer, and I 
am persuaded to believe that it will 
live on by the power of prayer. and by 
the power of prayer will rise to meet 
the Lord in the air when He comes as 
the lightning flashes from the one 
end of heaven to the other, and will 
go up in the rapture with Jesus. But 
we must keep prayed up, filled up, and 
ready to rise and go. Let me encourage 
you, brothers and sisters, to spend 
more time in prayer seeking God for 
an old-fashioned Holy Ghost revival. 
Remember, by the power of prayer the 
revival will come; many souls will find 
God; and these signs will follow them 
that believe. “By prayer and supplica 
tion let your request be made known 
unto the Lord.”

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WHAT BRINGS ABOUT THE 
NEW BIRTH

Being convicted by the Holy Ghost 
of sin, and repentance, such as the 
Bible demands, brings about the new 
birth. Luke 13:3, 5, “I tell you, Nay: 
but, except ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish.” There can be no new 
birth unless there has been a repen- 
tance. We repent; God forgives; and 
He is the One who causes us to be 
born again. We cannot do that of our- 
selves; it is a work of God. 

We are taught in Acts 16:30, 31, 
“Sirs, what must I do to be saved? 
And they say, Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house.” This involves more 
than just saying, “I believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” Many people have 
said that, but that did not make 
Christians out of them. It could have, 
but it is obvious that it didn’t, by the 
lives they live. Matt. 15:8, “This peo- 
ple draweth nigh unto me with their 
mouth, and honoureth me with their 
lips; but their heart is far from me.” 
Friends, we have many who are of this 


type. 

St. John 11:25, 26, “ ... he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live. And whosoever liv- 
eth and believeth in me shall never 
die.” Acts 8:36-38, “ ... What doth 
hinder me to be baptized? And Philip 
said, If thou believeth with all thine 
heart, thou mayest. And he answered, 
and said, I believe that Jesus Christ is 
the Son of God. And he commanded 
the chariot to stand still: and they 
went down both into the water, both 
Philip and the eunuch; and he bap- 
tized him.” Of course, this was real 
faith, otherwise Philip would not have 
baptized him. 

Romans 10:9, 10, “That if thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved. For with 
the heart man believeth unto right- 
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eousness; and with the mouth con- 
fession is made unto salvation.” Acts 
10:43, “ . . . that through his name 
whosoever believeth in him shall re- 
ceive remission of sins.” 

It is important to remember that it 
takes more than just saying, “I be- 
lieve,” to become born again, and this 


is confirmed by the following scrip- 
tures: In Acts 8:9-25 we are told of a 
man who believed the preaching of 
Philip and was baptized in water, and 
when Simon was convinced that by 
the laying on of hands people were 
Poa tag the Holy Ghost, he wanted 
to buy that power, that on whomso- 
ever he laid his hands they would re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost. “But here Peter 
said, Thy money perish with thee, be- 
cause thou hast thought that the gift 
of God may be purchased with yA 
Thou hast neither part nor lot in this 
matter: for thy heart is not right in 
the sight of God. Repent therefore of 
this thy wickedness, and pray God, if 
perhaps the thought of thine heart 
may be forgiven thee. For I perceive 
that thou art in the gall of bitterness, 
and in the bond of iniquity. Then an- 
swered Simon, and said, Pray ye the 
Lord for me, that none of these things 
which ye have spoken come upon me.” 

The preceding scriptures are defi- 
nite proof that just because one says 
he believes in Christ does not get the 
job done. It takes more than just the 
— of words from the mouth. 

Conclusion: Friends, why not con- 
sider this message, as it is on one of 
the most important doctrines in the 
Bible. We must recieve the new birth 
before we can be sanctified and re- 
ceive the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
Without the new birth, we could not 
have all the other blessings that we 
love so dearly. God bless you, is my 
prayer.

There was 
no other traffic to speak of, and the 
thought came to me, “What if you 
would slip and get stuck?” This and 


other thoughts made me somewhat 
nervous. My wife also was uneasy, 
realizing what all could happen. 

In these circumstances I looked 
over at the two boys. Both of them 
were sound asleep and seemed so 
peaceful, and furthermore, they had 
gone to sleep in the midst of the storm. 
Were they not in the same danger? 
Was not their position as dangerous 
as mine? Then the thought came to 
me, “Those little fellows can sleep be- 
cause they know their: daddy is at 
the wheel, and in him they have ut- 
most confidence.” Why couldn’t they 
rest? They were trusting in the one 
at the controls. 

Then the main thought came to me, 
“Is not your heavenly Father at the 
controls? If you would only trust in 
Him as your children trust you, you, 
too, would have that peaceful assur- 
ance.” This is a. day of storm and tur- 
moil, but we must have faith in the 
One who is at the wheel. He has told 
us that we must become as little chil- 
dren, but too often we feel quite large, 
and that if we are cared for we must 
do it ourselves or worry about the 
matter. May all of us learn to trust 
more in the watchful care of our heav- 
enly Father.

As I sit and write this article, there 
is joy unspeakable in my heart; but 
yet, one note of sadness creeps in.

It is perfectly ob- 
vious that the impotent man who had 
had a serious ailment for thirty-eight 
years was really expecting to get relief 
from some source or he would not have 
been at the — that was occasionally 
stirred by the angel. His impotency 
was attested by the fact that he was 
unable of himself to get into the pool 
before someone else beat him there. 
The Bible does not say how long he 
had been there, but it does say he got 
what he had most desired, and that the 
hypocritical Jews, as usual, found 
fault with Jesus for healing on their 
Sabbath day. In most cases today folks 
do not —— having their idol ignored, 
even though it be of far less signifi- 
cance. When Jesus asked a man born 
blind if he believed, and he said he did, 
Jesus restored his sight when He 
placed clay upon his eyes and told him 
to go wash in the pool of Siloam, which 
he did, proving his own faith in Jesus. 
John 9. Real faith never falls to buy. 

The Bible makes it plain that Mary 
and Martha had great love for and 
abiding faith in Jesus, for Mary said 
to Him, “Lord, if thou hadst been here, 
my brother (Lazarus) had not died,” 
John 11:32. Jesus loved that family 
with a tender, compassionate love, and 
lost no time in calling Lazarus, who 
had been dead four days, from the 
grave. John 11:43, 44. 

The centurion’s servant, who had 
palsy, was graciously healed by Jesus, 
who said to the centurion, “I have not 
found so great faith, no, not in Israel,” 
Matt. 8:10. Once again a living faith 
gets the answer. 

Matt. 9:20 tells of a woman, who 
had had an issue of blood for twelve 
years, trying to elbow her way through 
a jostling crowd of curious people and 
was heard to say, “If I may but touch 
his garment, I SHALL be made whole.” 
And when she did that, her faith made 
her whole. 

Space will not po the recalling 
of a host of faith victories recorded 
in the Bible, and some may say, “That 
all happened nearly 2,000 years ago, 
but what of today?” Well, today is still 
connected to the days of 2,000 years 
ago by this very permanent bridge 
found in Heb. 13:8, viz., “Jesus Christ 
the same yesterday, and today, and 
FOREVER.” 

Most folks believe that Jesus really 
honored what faith He found on earth 
in His day but are sometimes slow to 
be willing to trust Him today for even 
a minor ailment. If I believed the day

of miracles was past, I would not both- 
er to go near a revival service, for 
when and if a poor sinner prayed his 
way to the feet of Jesus and was par- 
doned of his sins, that would be a 
most remarkable miracle, indeed. 

For God’s glory, I will add my own 
experience in being rewarded for faith 
in Him. For fourteen years I was 
obliged to wear a rupture truss be- 
cause of having fallen on the ice, and 
for more than six months or more I 
had had a very severe headache. On 
Jan. 19, 1950, a very precious man of 
‘God came to the local Church of God 
for two nights of healing services, it 
not being possible to stay longer. I 
went through the prayer line and was 
prayed for. I felt no apparent touch 
to body or soul, but from that night 
to this it has not been necessary to 
wear the truss (I don’t even know 
where it is), nor have I ever had the 
headache. For some time after being 
prayed for I would have weak spells, 
and my heart bothered me at times. 
Several folks thought I had high blood 
pressure. That same brother was back 
for a short series of meetings, and I 
went through the prayer line again. 
But before this I had my blood 
checked, and it only registered 104, 
showing that it was low instead of 
high, as I had been told. Some few 
days later I was again checked, and 
it showed 106. That naturally helped 
my faith, for I was really expecting 
the trouble to disappear. A few weeks 
later my blood showed 128 over 70, 
which I was told was O.K. for a per- 
son of my age. To me that faith (if it 
can be called faith) that does not get 
an answer is like a fountain pen that 
will not write, or the promise of some 
— members who never keep their 
word. 

If doubters would get in among the 
hundreds and even thousands of peo- 
ple who throng our modern healing 
services, and enjoy seeing God really 
work, as He surely does, they would 
have to admit that Jesus really is the 
same loving, compassionate Saviour

“born again,” “the new birth,” “sanctification,” “heart 
et “living by faith,” “the Spirit-filled life,” “divine 

ealing,” “the divine atonement,” “infallible inspiration of 
the Bible,” “the vicarious suffering and death of Jesus 
Christ,” “the virgin birth,” “justification by faith.” All of 
these terms, their use, and our experience and belief in 
them are not only a description of what we believe and 
who we are, but draw a very definite line of separation dif- 
ferentiating us from the lukewarm modernists who have 
been hoodwinked not only into journalistic compromise, but 
that of the general pulpit and classroom ministry, as well. 

The face-reddening thing about it is that often, 
when a fundamental group, association, institution, or col- 
lege feels really fortunate in securing the services of a 
competent instructor in the field of cornea, confi- 
dence is betrayed. Journalism is certainly indispensable 
to the promotion, progress, and maintenance of our God- 
called, God-blessed, old-fashioned fundamental Christian 
denomination, but to have the minds of our writers and 
would-be writers poisoned by those whom fundamentalists 
should respect and give support to, is, I say, an intolerable, 
face-reddening thing. It is a fact that we admit shame- 
facedly our children are not being indoctrinated and ac- 
quainted with Biblical doctrinal terminology as carefully as 
they should be, and we accept the journalistic criticism as 
a challenge to devote more attention to this purpose. Yet, 
I am sure I express the sentiment of every fundamental 
Christian movement and every phase of their denomination 


by saying that we are not ready to surrender, discard, de- 
lete, throw into comprising modernism’s wastebasket Bible 
terms with which we have been inculcated from the cradle 
up: Another a that is evident is an underrating of the 
ability of the children of fundamentalists, as well as those 
from non-Christian and non-fundamental homes. In fact, 
it seems too evident that this effort on the part of journal- 
ists to mystify our sacred terminology is nothing less than 
a cunning effort to lead the church away from the doc- 
trines and teachings that are indispensable to the Chris- 
tian life and progress of the church. Therefore, the con- 
tention that our fundamental terminology is vague, mys- 
terious and difficult is apparently only a means to an 
end, the end being to remove our children farther and 
farther from the Bible itself and those spiritual experi- 
ences without which no man shall see the Lord. Their ar- 
gument falls flat in light of the fact that even childrén, 
much less the youth, explore difficult studies of science 
and can converse quite gy on them. I, for one, do 
not feel that it is time now, or that the time will ever 
come, when it will be proper to stop talking about the 
new birth, sanctification, justification, divine healing, the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, and living by faith; but I do 
think it is time that we be more explicit, thoughtful, and 
careful, both in cor: and preaching on these sub- 
jects, so that even the children can understand just what 
we mean; not only that, but that they may come into an 
experimental knowledge of these glorious experiences.

not realize the danger; therefore they 
were not afraid.

All this adds up to the fact that, 
generally speaking, where the Pente- 
costal Movement is suffering persecu- 
tion today it shares the experience 
with other evangelicals, and it is not 
because of its distinctive testimony. 
On the other hand, in the very nature 
of the case the character of the Pen- 
tecostal revival is likely to force its 
participants into the forefront of those 
upon whom the brunt of the wrath 
of anti-Christian forces is likely to 
fall, for it is a live, jubilant, satisfy- 
ing, aggressive, apostolic type of Chris- 
tianity that its enemies most fear. The 
exponents of the Pentecostal revival 
in some places may be crude in their 
beliefs and methods, but their zeal is 
unquestioned. Others of us may at- 


tempt a more reasonable presentation 
of our testimony, and seek honorable 
and scriptural ways and means of ad- 
justing ourselves to whatever powers 
may be ordained of God to execute 
wrath upon evildoers. No Spirit-filled 
Christian should lightly invoke perse- 
cution by sheer folly. The whole Move- 
ment can ill afford any hindrance to 
the work of the gospel that arises 
through the fanaticism of any of 
its members that, in the final analysis, 
is simply the result of their not being 
“Pentecostal” enough in the true 
sense. We have urgent work today for 
sound teachers. 

But with it all the portents all point 
to persecution. What then? The Pen- 
tecostal Church will simply revert to 
her primitive circumstances in which 
she shone with brightest lustre, and 
won most notable victories. “They 
which were scattered abroad upon the 
persecution that arose about Stephen 
. . . went everywhere preaching the 
word . .. and the hand of the Lord 
was with them, and a great number 
believed and turned to the Lord” (Acts
